1787 —- First chartered as the Pittsburgh Academy. 

1819 - Second charter under name of Western University of Penna. 

1823 — The University granted its first degrees. 

1840 Engineering courses offered and Lav/ degrees granted. 

1865 Allegheny Observatory conveyed to University under 
legeslative act. 

1892 ——— School of Medicine added to University. 

1895 - School of Law added. 

1895 --- School of Mines established by legeslative act. 

1896 --- Schools of Dentistry and of Pharmacy added. 

1908 - Name changed to University of Pittsburgh through 
permission of the courts. 

1910 --- School of Economics added (since 1923 the School of 
Business Administration.) 

1910 - School of Education added. 

1912 - Graduate School added. 

1913,-Extension division. 

1913 --- Mellon Institute. 

1922 - Research Bureau for Retail Training. 

1926 - University Medical Center. 

1931 - Bureau of Business Research. 

1931 — Falk Elementary School, a progressive school for 
elementary education. 

1938 - School of Applied Social Sciences. 

1939 — School of Nursing. 

1944 •— Research in Natural Sciences. 

The University, offering usual degrees, undergraduate 
and graduate, has been coeducational in all its 
schools and departments since 1895. 







PERTINENT FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH 

Location — The campus of the University of Pittsburgh i 
located in the Oakland district of the city, in what 
is.known as the civic center, and is adjacent to the 
Soldier's and Sailor's Memorial Hall, Syria Mosque, 
Carnegie Institute, and other public buildings which 
are the center of the city's cultural life. 

Area of land -- The University covers 80.97 acres. 
Buildings — There are sixteen buildings on the campus 
of the University, most notable of which are the 
Cathedral of Learning, the Heinz Chapel, and the 
Stephan Foster Memorial Building, all of which are 
on the lower campus. The upper campus contains 
Thaw Hall, State Hall, Alumni Hall, the Dentistry 
School, the Dental Infirmary, and Pennsylvania Hall 
(School of Medicine). 

Enrollment — The present enrollment in all schools 
and departments is almost twenty-two thousand. 

Value of Land and Buildings -- The present value of 
land, buildings, and equipment is $20,584,000.00.

HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH BAND 


On several ocassions the University of Pittsburgh Band has 
been called "the Outstanding College Band of the East". The 
career of the University of Pittsburgh Band, better known as the 
"Pitt Band", leading up to this accolade has been a long, varied 
and interesting one. Through the efforts of James G. Oliver 
(College ’07) and Dr. Earl Miller (Dentistry ’04) the first Pitt 
Band was organized in 1911-1912 under the leadership of Carl Sabad 
(College ’12) and the managership of Don Kirk (College ’12; 

Medicine ’16). Students, alumni and freinds of the University 
subscribed funds for the use of the Band, and the Band made its 
first appearance at Forbes Field on Saturday, October 14, 1911, 
for the Pitt - Ohio Northern football game. Thereafter for several 
years, it was customary to permit the Pitt Band to play at some 
of the minor games, and a brass-buttoned professional band was 
hired for the more important contests. 

With the subscribed funds the eight original members, who 
had a total of seven instruments borrowed from Becker’s Music 
Store, bought scarlet felt caps with blue tassels as their first 
uniforms. During the school year 1912-1913 the band was furnished 
with mackinaws. 

In 1917 the University was fortinate in securing the coaching 
services of M. S, Rocereto, who has been an important figure in 
Pittsburgh musical cincLes for years. The present members of the 
band and many alumni are grateful to Mr. Rocereto for his excellent 
guidance in University band and concert work. 

During the First World War the band was discontinued but was 
reorganized in 1919-1920 by W. A. Gregory. In 1921 the Athletic 
Council furnished the organization blue overcoats, and in 1922-1923 
blue and gold capes were supplied. No changes were made in the 
sartorial scheme until 1931 when the high-collar style of blouse, 
band overcoat and crossbelts were adopted. 

The first Pitt Band Home Concert was held on April 5, 1922, 
and this has become an annual event. 

The Band gained considerable recognition during the school 
year 1925-1926, playing at all home football games during the 
season and accompanying the team to the game with Syracuse Univer¬ 
sity at Svracuse. While on this trip the band made a vaudeville 
debut after the game in the B. F. Keith Theater at Syracuse. 

Numerous concerts were given during the season throughout the 
Pittsburgh district and the fourth annual concerts were held on 
April 15 and 16, 1926. 

In 1929-1930 the band went to Durham, N. C. for the football game, 
to the Allegheny game at Erie, Penna. and to the Parnassus High 
School game at Parnassus.

The improved formations were acclaimed by many 





and such performances as the ’’Big Apple” in 1957 and the ’’Lambeth 
Walk” in 1939 attracted nation-wide attention. 

After the season of 1943 the activities of the band were 
discontinued until the end of World War II. Mr. R. L. Arthur, 
Director of the University Bands since the fall of 1939, was called 
into service and did not return to the University until the fall 
of 1945. The band association remained active during the war years 
holding social events for the members remaining in school and keeping 
the spirit of the band alive at the University. After the return 
of Mr. Arthur the band again became active, a sixty piece marching 
prganizalion taking the field in 1945 and in the spring of 1946 
the Concert Band returned to its former status. 

During the summer of 1946 plans were laid for an intensive 
band program for the fall, both to reactivate interest in the band 
among the students and to improve the quality of the performances 
of the band. Consequently, a week before the fall registration, 
a group of one hundred and fifty students, some former members of 
the band and the great majority freshmen who had not registered 
but who had experience and expressed interest in the band, was 
taken to a band camp some thiity miles from Pittsburgh for a week 
of intensive drill and rehersal. Two practice drills and three 
music rehearsals were held each day, and with nothing to distract 
the participants from their work, a great deal was accomplished 
in a short time. The band performed for the opening home game 
between Pitt and Illinois and received a tremendous ovation as the 
one hundred and twenty men stepped on to the field with a precision 
never before equaled by any Pitt Band. 

The present Pitt Band is an entirely new, revamped band from 
that of 1943.. The marching cadence has been stepped up to one 
hundred and sixty steps per minite, the quality and type of music 
played has been improved and only the best of the many applicants 

a ?Tv, aCmarc hing band. The present uniform is blue 
with gold trim. It includes a roll-collar type blouse, white waist 
belts and white cross belts, white gloves, white spats, and gold 
pompoms. The constitution of the Band Association was revised late 
in 1946, both to make it a better working document and to allow 

a greater percentage of the members of the Band to be members of 
the Association. 

The Band played for all the home football games during the 
fall of 1946 and accompanied the football team to Colombus, Ohio 
for the Pitt-Ohio State football game. The band also played many 
engagements on and off the campus, being very active In the city 
of Pittsburgh. Fully three quarters of the Band was equiped with 
new, matched, gold-finished brass instruments through the generosity 
of Mr. E. V. Babcock, a.member of the University Board of Trustees 
and one time Mayor of Pittsburgh, and who is a great admirer and 
supporter of the Band. In addition, the University supplied the 
Band with new Percussion instruments, which greatly improved the 
appearance of the band at all of its performances. 





Early in 1947 the Concert Band of sixty pieces began its 
rehearsals and has played several engagements to date. At 
present it is busily preparing for the Home Concert, to be 
presented in May as a three-part concert. The full Marching 
Band will play the first third of the performance, followed by 
the concert Band in the last two-thirds of the performance, playing 
a full length concert. 

This is the history of the Pitt Band from its inception 
to the present day. We can look back with pride on the work 
done in earlier years, be proud of the Band of today, and look 
forward to the future with the assurance that the band will 
continue the title of the "Outstanding College of the East”.

CONSTITUTION ON THE UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH BAND ASSOCIATION 


The University of Pittsburgh Band Association is an organi¬ 
zation at the University of Pittsburgh for the existence and 
welfare of the Concert and Marching Bands of that University. 

The purposes of this organization shall be: 

1. To provide a basis from which to mold successful 
units of the marching and concert bands; 

2. To encourage the participation of all musicians in 
the University in the Bands. 

3. To elevate the University Bands to the highest 
possible level of attainment by encouraging the 
performance of good music, the procurance of 

adequate equipment, and the selection of worthwhile 
projects. 

4. To maintain a sufficient social program to knit more 
closely the members of the band. 

To accomplish these aims we have established the following 
constitution as a guide to our success. 






Article I 

The name of this organisation shall be THE UNIVERSITY OF 
PITTSBURGH BAND ASSOCIATION. 

Article II 

A. The officers of this organization shall be elected and 
shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Tre¬ 
asurer . 

B. The governing body shall be known as the Steering 
Committee 

Article III 

A. The President, vice-president, secretary, and treasurer’s 
offices shall be elective by a plurality of those casting a vote. 
These elections shall be held at the first Band Association meeting 
AFTER the end of the football season, OR at such time as an election 
shall be considered necessary by the Steering Committee. All 
officers of the Band Association shall b6' subject to isecall upon 
plurality demand by the members of the Band Association. 

B. The rej^sentatives of the Steering Committee shall be elect¬ 
ed by the members §f each line at the first Band Association meeting 
AFTER the end of football season. 

C. All officers and representatives shall take office 
immediately upon election. 

Do The slate for the election shall be prepared by the 
Steering’Committee (as representatives) and shall consist of 
two (2) candidates for each office. This list shall be presented 
to the Band Association at thefirst meeting prior to the election 
of officers. Suggestions from the floor may be added if they 

warrant such consideration by the presiding officer at the election 








E„ Ther© will be no succession of officers in the Band Asso¬ 
ciation, In the event of the vacancy of an office, the Steering 
Committee shall arrange for the filling of that office. 

Article XV 

A, The duties of the President shall includes 

lo He shall preside at all the meetings of the Band 

Association, 

2, With the exception of the Social committee, he 
shall appoint all committee heads upon the approval of the Steer¬ 
ing Committee, 

3, He shall perform all other such duties as per¬ 
tain to his office, 

B, The duties of the Vice-President shall include: 

1, He shall act as president in the abscence of the 

president, 

2, He shall act as chairman of the Steering Committee, 

3, He shall act as Social chairman and shall appoint 
other members of his committee from the Steering Committee and the 
Band, 

G. The duties of the Secretary shall include: 

1, He shall keep minutes of all meetings of the Band 
Association and the Steering Committee, 

2, He shall carry on all such correspondence as may 

be necessary, 

3, He shall keep all band records, 

4, He may appoint such assistants as he may deem 
necessary to aid him, with the approval of the Steering Committee,

D. The duties of the Treasurer shall include: 

1. He shall handle the finances of the organization, 

2. He shall keep adequate records of the finances of 
Band Association. 

Article V. 

A. The Steering Committee shall be a group of representa¬ 
tives from each line of the Marching Band and shall include the 
four elected officers. 

B. The Vice-President of the Band Association shall be the 
chairman of the Steering Committee. 

C. It shall be the duty of the Steering Committee: 

1. To act as a disciplinary board, in conjunction with 
the director and drill-master. All infringements of the By-Laws, 
the Constitution, and such cases as may be recommended by the 
director and drill-master or the representatives, shall be handled 
by this committee. Their decision shall then be passed on to the 
director and drill-master for co-consideration. All final decis¬ 
ions shall be for the good of the organization and shall rest with 
the Steering Committee. 

2. To formulate all Band policies. 

3. To receive, act upon, and pass on to the persons 
concerned all suggestions and requests that pertain to the good 
of the Band. 

4. To act as a social committee. 

5. To appoint all other such officers as shall be 


necessary 







D. The members of the Steering Committee shall be elected 
by the members of their respective sections. A section shall con¬ 
sist of a line of the Marching Band. The representatives shall 
be more than second semester Freshmen in the University and shall 
have played in the Band at least one season. Until such time as 
the Freshman Band is formed, all members of the Marching Band 
shall be eligible for election. The managerial staff shall have 
one representative. Extras shall not be considered as a seperate 
section until such time as the Steering Committee shall decide. 

The representative need not be the line leader, although the line- 
leader shall be eligible for election. 

Article VI 

A. All the senior members of the Band shall blong to the 
Band Association and shall abide by the rules as set forth in 
this constitution and its by-laws. 

B. Freshmen, and all other first-year bandsmen, will not be 
accepted into full membership in the Band Association until they 
have participated in an indoctrination period, which will start 
with the Band Camp and shall continue through the football sea¬ 
son. During this time new men will be considered as tentative 
Band Association Members. 

C. All members of the Concert Band shall come from the March 
ing Band except for such cases as may be decided upon by the Steer 
ing Committee and the Director. 

D. The members of the Association may be brought before th© 
disciplinary board for the following reasons i 

1. Insubordination. 

2. Poor attendance. 

3. Failure to co-operate with the section leader. 

4. improper conduct before and during rehearsals.

Article VXI 

Ao The line-leaders shall ba appointed by the director and 
drill-master and shall be in complete charge of the line during 
all rehearsals and drills„ All infractions shall be noted by him 
and shall be reported to the proper authorities. 

Bo The line-leaders shall be responsible for seeing that 
all men are properly equipped, except for instruments. The men 
are responsible to the line-leader for any losses. Any such loss 
shall be paid for by the individual member and failure to do so 
shall result in disciplinary action. Failure to turn in equipment 
at the proper time without a valid excuse shall result in discipli¬ 
nary action. 

Article VIII 

A. This constitution shall go into effect upon majority vote 
of the members of the Band Association, having been first submitted 
to the proper University authorities for their approval. 

B. This constitution may be amended by a majority vote of the 
members of the Band Association. Amendments may be proposed by the 
representatives to the Steering Committee, and these will be pre¬ 
sented to the Band Association for their approval, or rejection, as 
soon as possible*
